Why does election day fall in November? 
“ Harvesting is over then, and Winter has 
not yet m ad e the roads impassable.” said 
A lexander Duncan, Whig Representative 
from Ohio, who wrote the presidential elec- 
tion-dav law in 1845. 
By a previous law, the date for presiden­ 
tial elections had to be set not more than 
34 days before the first Wednesday in De­ 
cem ber, when the electoral college m et — 
and still m eets — every four years. Con­ 
gress, however, hoped to mak e it at least 
30 days ahead. 
It couldn’t be the first of November, for 
businessm en mak e out accounts on the 
first. It couldn’t fall on Sunday, for unlik e 
Europeans, Americans feel the Sabbath is 
no day for voting. Monday would leave too 
little time for traveling to the polls. 
Thus the present election day was chos­ 
en. It never falls on the first, nor later than 
November 8. By giving America a nation­ 
al polling day, it eliminated such scandals 
as “ pipe-laying,” the practice of sending 
political gangs across state lines to vote 
m ore than once on different election days. 
Voting as a citizen’s privilege goes back 
to the ancient Greek city-states. On serious 
m atters such as the exile of a citizen, the 
Greek s cast pebbles or bits of pottery into 
urns—the first secret ballots—2.400 years 
ego.

“ bread bask et” of Europe. 
While subseq uent harvests were some- 
. what better, this year, Hungary was forced 
to buy grain in Canada. Weather did its 
part, but also bad m anagem ent of the col­ 
lective farm s and lack of fertilizer played 
a considerable role in producing an inade­ 
q uate productivity. A free people does not 
function competently under a collective 
system. At least two generations have to

be k illed to mak e a go of collectivism. 
A people m ay be willing to suffer auster­ 
ity for their own nation, but surely not for 
j an alien conq ueror. And the Russians are 
aliens, so far as the Hungarians are con­ 
cerned. Centuries ago, when the Magyars 
settled in their Danubian land, they sepa­ 
rated the East Slavs from the West Slavs 
the North Slavs from the South Slavs. 
Then they were req uired by the course 
of events to decide whether they would 1 
choose the Orthodox Church of the East or 
the Roman Catholic Church of the West. 
They chose Rome, largely because 
t he y 
feared the East. 
Although Hungary and Poland have been 
related and even at one time united by 
marriage, there is no record from the be­ 
ginning of the Magyar invasion of Europe 1 
until 
the Communist conq uest of their 
country by Stalin of the Hungarians ever 
! turning eastward for their culture, their re­ 
ligion or any other phase of their lives. For 
Hungary culturally associated itself 
w i t h 
Western Europe. It is therefore not aston- 1 


j ishing that the Hungarian revolt should be 
so violent and so positively anti-Russian. 
Poland, on the other hand, includes nu- i 
merous Russian elements, rem nants not j 
only of Czarist days when Poland was part 
of the Russian Empire, but also from e a r­ 
lier times when Poland ruled over parts of 
what is now Russia. Also the languages of 
Russia and Poland are cognate, in the 
Roman 
Catholic, some of the related peoples on 
the borders are Orthodox as are still m any 
of the inhabitants of Russia. 
Polish intellectuals, while nationalistic, 
have a history of association with Russian 
revolutionists in the Czarist days, 
and 
m any of them have long been Marxists. I 
mak e this point only to emphasize one dif­ 
ference between Hungary and Poland in 
the present situation.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Personality Gives Clue 
To Tension Headaches 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M. D. 
THERE’S one thing I dare say 
m any D em ocratic and R epubli­ 
can candidates have in com m on 
these days.

W ith all the excitem ent of the 
closing days of the political cam ­ 
pa ign, te nsion he a d a c he u n ­ 
doubtedly Is a big problem am ong 
the voters as well as the candi­ 
dates. 
Sizable Problem 
Even under m ore ordinary cir­ 
cum stances, tension headache is 
a sizable problem .

About twice as m any 
women are affected as are men.

Since em otions obviously play 
a m ajor role in this type of head ­ 
ache, it seems natura l tha t a par­ 
ticular type of personality is most 
lik ely to suffer from this condi­ 
tion. And m ost studies bear this 
out.

In m any cases, the headache 
is precipitated by problem s of 
aggression and anger. The aver­ 
age patient, however, usually is 
unaw are tha t anger plays any 
role in triggering the headache. 
Sy mpto matic Headache* 
W hile tension headaches hav* 
no special characteristics to dis­ 
tinguish them from sym ptom atic 
headaches, the attack s are con­ 
s ta nt or daily in 9 0 per cent of 
the cases. 
Seldom is there any indication 
tha t an attack Is about to occur. 
Victim s describe the pain aa 
“dull,” “throbbing." or “pressing,” 
and it m ay vary in type from 
tim e to time. 
M ost freq uently, the pain ta 
located In the back of the head 
and neck . Som etim es it center* 
in the front of the head or the 
side and tem ples. O ccasionally, it 
is generally diffused or may be 
m ore severe in the top of th* 
head, the eyes or even th* lace. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
D. R.: I have been told tha t I 
have too m uch insulin in my sys­ 
tem . W hat is the cause of this? 
A nsw er: This is usually caused 
by overactivity of the pancreas, 
a gland in the abdom en which 
gives off Insulin into the blood. 
Som etim es this overactivity is 
due to a tum or grow th.

Personality Gives Clue 
To Tension Headaches

THERE S one thing I dare say And themselves unable to meet

Even under more ordinary cir­ 
cumstances. tension headache la 
a sizable problem.

Many victims of frequent head­ 
aches have a long family history 
of similar trouble. 
Since emotions obviously play 
a major role In this type of head­ 
ache. It seems natural that a par­ 
ticular type of personality is most 
likely to suffer from this condi­ 
tion. And most studies bear this 
out. 
Well Adjusted LU* 
I don’t mean that th* tension 
headache patient is necessarily 
neurotic. He may have a well­ 
adjusted life. 
Generally, 
tense, rigid, 
perfectionist. 
Many victims of frequent ten­ 
sion headaches, tor some reason,

aggression and anger. The aver­ 
age patient, however, usually is 
unaware that anger plays any 
role in triggering the headache. 
Symptomatic Headache* 
While tension headaches hava 
no special characteristics to dis­ 
tinguish them from symptomatic 
headaches, the attacks are con­ 
stant or daily in 90 per cent of 
the cases. 
Seldom is there any Indication 
that an attack is about to occur. 
Victims describe the pain as 
"dull," "throbbing." or "pressing," 
and it may vary in type from 
time to time. 
Most frequently, the pain la 
located In the back of the head 
and neck. Sometimes It centers 
in the front of the head or the 
side and temples. Occasionally, it 
is generally diffused or may be 
more severe in the top of the 
head, the eyes or even the face.

D. R : I have been told that I 
have too much insulin in my sys­ 
tem. What is the cause of this? 
Answer: This is usually caused 
by overactivity of the pancreas.

and the wife has others. Accord­ 
ing to immemorial tradition, world 
wide custom and the law of this 
Ja n d , a man is first of all finan­ 
c ia lly responsible for providing a 
home for wife and children. This 
includes food, 
shelter, 
clothing, 
medical care, etc., in proportion 
to his income. 
The woman's complex obligation 
in marriage, her 
manifold 
duty 
that takes precedence over all oth­ 
ers, is to lie housewife, homemak­ 
er. mother of children, thrifty man­ 
ager; minister to the health and 
g e n e r a l well being of members of 
• h e household; and architect of the 
family’s 
social 
relations 
with 
neighbors, friends, relatives and 
the community-at-large. 
Now, for a given marriage to be, 
basically, a right relationship, each 
party to the contract must accept 
his (or her) primary assignments 
as a matter of course—not trying 
to shirk or evade them. 
When the man, for example, is 
earning the living as a matter of 
I course for trying to); and when 


the wife is loyally addressing her­ 
self to a woman’s tasks 
in 
the 
home—then and only then is the 
stage set for a sensible New Deal 
; in the partnership, if it happens 
that the pair would prefer some 
different “slicing” of their joint 
obligations.
